POLITICAL 



Henry Cosby has resigned as private 
secretary to Senator McCreary. He 
will locate at Caldwell, Idaho. 

Leading democrats in Delaware are 
organizing a boom for Judge George 
Gray for the presidential nomination. 

Gov.-elect Willson said in Washington 
that he did not expect to make any 
recommendations for Federal appoint- 
ments. 

Judge Lassing’s majority was 1,570. 
This, in viewjof the fact that the same 
counties in 1905 gave only 1,230, and in 
1904 only 760, is quite remarkable. 

Officers of the Kentucky State Guard 
at a meeting in IFrankfort, adopted a 
code of rules for the regulation of the 
guard, and also determined not to have 
soldiers at the inauguration of Augus- 
tus E. Willson unless Mr. Willson re- 
quests that a guard be provided. 

State Treasurer Henry M. Bosworth, 
who was defeated as the democratic 
candidate for State auditor, is not wor- 
rying himself over the result of the 
election, says a Lexington dispatch. 
He says he will simply return to his 
Fayette county farm and go back to 
plowing. 

The State Board of Election Commit 
sionera met in Frankfort to canvass the 
returns from the election of Nov. 5, 
but as four counties had not sent in the 
official vote, an adjournment was taken 
until next Monday. A dispute has aris- 
en in one of the mountain judicial dis- 
tricts and the courts will have to decide 
the question of who is elected. 

The democratic sweep in Maryland 
means that John Walter Smith, a man 
of great wealth and a former governor, 
will succeed the late Arthur P. Gorman 
both as United States Senator and boss 
of the old Gorman organization. Young 
Arthur Gorman, who was elected State 
Senator, and carried Howard county, 
the home of Gov. Warfield, against him, 
will be one of Smith’schief lieutenants. 
Four years from now Gorman will prob- 
ably be a candidate for United States 
Senator to succeed Isidor Raynor.
